UNDER LIBERAL REGIME 


Hoo. W. S. Fielding Replied to R. L 
Borden’s Attack-Quebec 
Bridge Disaster. 


Ottawa, Dec. 6.—In the course of his 
remarks In the debate on the speech 
from the throne, Mr. Fielding gave 
come Illuminating Information on the 
progress of the post office department 
since the accession of the Liberal party 
to power, contrasting the showing made 
by the two parties. This Is so marked 
that the portion of the speech dealing 
with the subject might well be perused 
by thoughtful students of public af¬ 
fairs. The finance minister said: 

“My hon. friend (the leader of the op¬ 
position) made some references to the 
post office department which calls for 
a passing notice. He said that he had 
Just been out West, and had discovered 
that the postul service there, and he 
belteved generally, was in a very In¬ 
efficient condition. Well, If the service 
which is rendered to-day be inefficient, 
in heaven's name what must have been 
the condition in 1896? There Is no de¬ 
partment of the government which has 
done more to Improve the facilities And 
convenience of the Canadian people. I 
do not say that It has done all It could. 
In the speech from the throne, we have 
the declaration that the surpluses 
which have been accumulating in that 
department should and will be paid in 
securing more liberal accommodation 
for the people. But let us not omit to 
take notice of the tremendous progress 
which has been made. 

“In 1893 or 1894. the hon. member for 
North Toronto (Mr. Foster) will re¬ 
member that In one of his budget 
speeches he said that some portion of 
the Canadian people were clamoring for 
a two-cent instead of a three-cent rat«^ 
but that the country could not afford It. 
And so long as the hon. gentleman (Mr. 
Foster) remained In power the country 
did not afford It. 

“What was the condition of the post 
office department at the close of the 
last year of Conservative administra¬ 
tion? There was a deficit of about 
1650,000 on that year’s operations, and 
there were accumulations of deficits of 
former years to an amount somewhat 
in excess of $650,000; and a vote had to 
be taken to clean out the old account 
► and pay off the old deficits. But in 1896 
these hon. gentlemen, who are supposed 
to possess In such' an extraordinary de¬ 
gree the Instinct of government, had 
to give place to other men. What then 
happened? 

“I have already told you that there 
was an accumulated deficit in 1896 be¬ 
sides a deficit for the year. But what 
has been the result since? In 1907, In¬ 
stead of a deficit of $600,000 In the year 
and a three-cent rate, we have a two- 
cent rate In all Canada, we have re¬ 
duced postage to the old country, we 
have reductions all around, and yet, at 
the close of the last year, the post 
office department shows a surplus on 
the year of $1,440,000. That In Itself Is 
something to the proud of. 

“But that is not the whole record. 
Turn now to the question of accommo¬ 
dation. The hon. gentleman tells un 
that the accommodation provided for 
the people by the post office depart¬ 
ment Is entirely insufficient. Well, if It 
Is Insufficient, we will take precious 
good care that a more liberal policy Is* 
adopted 1 In the future. But what are 
the facts? 

“In 1896 there were 9.103 post offices In 
Canada: in 1907 tftei'e-were 11,377 post 
offices In Canada. In 1896, the number 
of postal notes and money order offices 
was 1,310, and in 1907 the number was 
9,091. In 1896 the post office savings 
banns numbered 755, and last year the 
number was 1,043. I will not detain the 
House with further figures, though I 
could give similar comparisons with re¬ 
gard to the miles of travel,"the number 
of letters carried, the number of arti¬ 
cles carried and so on. But I think the 
figures I have given are enough for the 
purpose. If the hon. gentleman IJnds 
that the post office accomodation for 
the people In Insufficient to-day, what 
must have been the condition of the 
cduntry in 1896 In the light of the fig¬ 
ures I have given?*’ 

Mr. Fielding cleverly turned the 
tables on the leader of they opposition 
with regard to the Quebec bridge. He 
said: 

“My hon. friend the leader of the op¬ 
position had somethIhg to say about 
the Quebec bridge, and he said It had 
always been a raarVel to everybody that 
this government had made arrange¬ 
ment with a company to build the Que¬ 
bec bridge. A mArvel to everybody! 
Nobody could understand it! It was not 
a marvel to the hon. gentleman on Oc¬ 
tober 32nd, 1903,* when the record of this 
parliament shows that on that day the 
project to which he refers was brought 
into this Honse and when the hon. 
gentleman allowed It to pass without a 
single word of complaint 

“It passed unanimously. It became an 
expression of the whole parliament of 
Canada and *»qt of this government 
only. Then ^Ouhon. gentleman went 
down to Quebed-*nd at a public ban¬ 
quet that was givon Lo him there he 
took credit to himself for co-operating 
wfth this government in bringing about 
‘the construction of the Quebec bridge. 
Well, the bridge, of course, has gone 
down, and We can ail be wise after the 
event My hon. friend has discovered 
that he marvelled much, but the re¬ 
cord shows that he did . not marvel 
when the act passed. 

“I want to warn nay hon. friend 


against this weakness that he has of 
allowing things to pass without oppo¬ 
sition—very often supporting them— 
going out and taking credit for them, 
and then, when something unexpected 
happens, turning around and condemn¬ 
ing the government for the thing he 
supported. I think my hon. friend 
should guard against that” 


AUSTRALIAN TARIFF. 


New Bill Put Through House of Repre¬ 
sentatives After 800 Amendments 
and 300 Divisions. 


Melbourne, Dec. 13.—Tlie House of Re¬ 
presentatives. after a five months* debate, 
in which eight hundred amendments 
were disposed of and three hundred divi¬ 
sions taken, has just completed the tariff 
bill. 

The strongly protective character of 
this bill has been somewhat modified.

QUESTION WILL BE 

ASKED IN COMMONS 


Government May Increase Return to 
31 Per Cent—house Com¬ 
mittees Elected. 


Ottawa. Dec. 13.—Rudolph© Forget, 
M. P. f will ask the government If It Is 
its intention to increase the rate of in¬ 
terest on deposits in government' and 
post office savings banks from 3 to 8% 
per cent. The Bankers' Association, It 
appears, has received no notice of any 
such move. 

Senate Chambers. 

The returns brought down In the 
House yesterday show that since De¬ 
cember 11th, 1896, fourteen members of 
parliament have been appointed to the 
senate and 30 members to offices other 
than the senate, such as Judgeships, etc. 
During the same period 25 ex-members 
of parliament have been appointed to 
the senate, and 27 ex-members to other 
offices. The number of senators ap¬ 
pointed to office Is six.

The public accounts committee met 
this morning and after passing a num¬ 
ber of motions calling for the produc¬ 
tion of papers, adjourned till Tuesday 
next.

Vancouver, Dec. 13.-The question of the 
employment of Japanese by Lleutertant- 
Governor Dunsmolr's mining company 
was the basis of the following resolution 
Ftssed last night by the Young Liberals:

POOR LITTU MONARCH 

FULL OF AMAZEMENT 


Buy-Tan, King of Annam, Mystified 
by His Establishment on 
the Throne. 


The latest malls from Indo-Chlna, re¬ 
ceived by the steamer Shawmut to-day, 
bring the details of the ceremonies at¬ 
tending the Installation of Duy-Tan as 
King of Annam. This new sovereign 
succeeds Than-Tal, who was recently 
deposed after having committed a num¬ 
ber of shocking outrages, for which, 
however, he is not considered respons¬ 
ible. It being generally admitted that 
he is absolutely and hopelessly insane. 

His Majesty Duy-Tan, who Is barely 
eight years of age. was full of amaze¬ 
ment as he passed through the various 
stages of the process by which he was 
established upon his throne. 

His eyes opened very wide when M. 
Beau, the governor-general of Indo- 
f’hlna, paid his respeots to him and de¬ 
livered a long address to him. In which 
he told with what satisfaction France 
would hear of his assumption of the 
Annamlte sceptre. 

“I offer to your Majesty.'* said the 
governor-general, “the most sincere 
good wishes of the government of the 
French republic. The name by which 
you will be known to the world. ‘Duy- 
Tan.* has been most felicitously chosen, 
and promises well for the happiness of 
your people. ’Duy-Tan!' These two 
words designate you as the friend of 
reform.” 

The poor little king was quite -mysti¬ 
fied with this grandiloquence, and more 
of the same sort which came from the 
Ups of the governor-general. It was 
news to him that he was s friend of 
reform. 


SIX MILLIONS 

LOST AT EUCHRE 


Death of Broken Hill Pioneer in 
London Recalls Fateful 
, Game of Cards. 


London, Dec. 18.—George McCulloch, 
who for many years was associated 
with the development of mining indus¬ 
tries In Australia, died here yesterday 
He* was the possessor of one of the 
finest art collections In the world His 
career was a romantic one. Begin¬ 
ning as a prospector in Australia, 
he was actively identified with the 
development of the Broken Hill mines 
from their first Inception. On one oc¬ 
casion he lost at euchre his share of 
a mine which six years later was 
worth $6,250,000.

ROOSEVELT’S WAS 

WISE DECISION 


London Press Said Anti-Trust Policy 
Had Made Re-Election 
Doubtful. 


London, Doc. 13.—President Roosevelt's 
declaration that he would not accept a 
third nomination Is treated as a moment¬ 
ous matter In the columns of the London 
newspapers. The editorials for tho most 
part consider that he has taken a wise 
decision on the ground that, although he 
4s the most striking personality In the 
political field at the present momeht,*the 
fact that fa* had alienated prominent 
supporters by his anti-trust policy has 
mu tie his re-election doubtful. 

They consider It unlikely that President 
Roosevelt’s successor would pursue an 
anti-trust policy with such vigor. The 
epances of the next President of the 
United States being a Democrat also are 
canvassed, and the possibility of Mr 
Roosevelt’s again bang a candidate in 
1912.

SWEPT BY TREMENDUOU8 SEA. 


Six of Crew of Oil Tank Steamer Ser¬ 
iously Injured In Terrific At¬ 
lantic Gale. 


Queenstown, Dec. 13.—The oil tank 
steamer Baku Standard, Capt. Fraser, 
from Rouen. Nov. 28th for Philadel¬ 
phia, put Into this port to-day bear¬ 
ing evidence of terrific weather which 
has prevailed on the Atlantic. Capt. 
Fraser and Third Officer Ross each had 
a leg broken, and four seamen were 
seriously wounded. 

The Baku Standard was laboring so 
much In tho 'heavy seas on Dec. 7th 
,«hat the captain and third officer, with 
several seamen, tried to set a Jib to 
steady her. They were in the midst of 
this operation, when a huge sea broke 
over the bows and swept them all the 
length of tho deck. Several men were 
almost carried overboard. 


VICTIM OF NEW YORK FIRE.

ENTENTE CORDIAL 


France and England to Interchange 
Declarations of Estate-Will 
Obviate fiscal Fraud. 


Paris. Dec. 13.—An official note which 
is published this morning states that 
an agreement has been signed “with a 
great neighboring power,” with the ob¬ 
ject of facilitating the representation 
of fiscal fraud In connection with suc¬ 
cession duties, and if later it becomes 
necessary in connection with tho In¬ 
come tax. 

It is understood that the power In 
question Is England and the agreement 
provides that the tyro countries shall 
communicate to each other copies of 
declarations of estate In the country 
where the party Is domiciled. 

It further stipulates that the negoti¬ 
ations shall be conducted between the 
ministers of finance of the respective 
countries directly, without recourse to 
the usual diplomatic channels. 

The convention will make Impossible 
the continuous emigration of capital 
which has been going on since the In¬ 
come tax was annulled.

PROTECTS INTERESTS 

Of PEKIN SYNDICATE 


Shan Si Province Wishes to Rescind 
Gigantic Concession-Offers 
2,500,000 Taels. 


Pekin. Dec. 13.—The officials of Shan 
SI province, where the Pekin syndicate 
has Its many concessions, have express¬ 
ed their willingness to buy out the syn¬ 
dicate for 2,500,000 taels, explaining at 
the same time that this amount is 15 
times more than the syndicate has ever 
invested In the province. 

The syndicate values its concessions 
at 10.000,000 taels, and contends that it 
should be compensated for the balance. 

TB'e claim - 61' the Pekin syndicate, a 
British corporation, holding the largest 
concessions China has ever granted, 
arises from the efforts of the provin¬ 
cial authorities of Shan Si to have 
these concessions rescinded. 

The pressure which Is being exerted 
upon the Chinese government by the 
presenco of a British fleet off Kwang 
Tung is beneficial to British Interests, 
and at the same time It Is Increasing 
the unpopularity of the provincial au¬ 
thorities of Shan SI. These latter have 
come to expect nothing from the cen¬ 
tral government.

Ottawa, Ont., Dec. 13.—The Supreme 
court this morning gave judgment in 
the appeal of the Grand Trunk vs. Rob¬ 
ertson. upholding the order of the rail¬ 
way commission that the G. T. R Is 
bound by its charter of half a century 
ago to give third class accommodation 
ot a penny a mile. 

The appeal of the C. P. R. vs. . Ot¬ 
tawa Fire Insurance Company was de¬ 
cided In favor of the Insurance com¬ 
pany. The suit arose outTof i clause 
in the fire Insurance company against 
Indemnity of claims for damages due 
to sparks from the railway company’s 
engines. Tho railway argues that if 
the Insurance company is not bound 
by Its policy. It had no right to Issue 
It 

In the case of the C. P. R. vs. King, 
the claim by the crown against the 
railway for prairie fire due to sparks 
from an engine, the Supreme court up¬ 
held thd contention of the company 
that as a Dominion corporation it was 
not bound by the ordinance of terri¬ 
torial authorities In this regard.

AT POINT GREY 


GOVERNMENT IS 10 

HELP VANCOUVER OUT 


About Three Hundred Men May Find 
Fmployment on the Provincial 
Lands. 


The provincial government haa de¬ 
cided to do work at Point Grey as 
asked for by a delegation representing 
the city of Vancouver. The details of 
the proposition were made public 
through the columns of the Times yes¬ 
terday. The government, after consid¬ 
eration, decided to go on with the work 
which will give employment to about 
300 men. 

The operations will be preparatory to 
offering for sale further lands on the 
government reserve there. 

The government Is reported to have 
reached the decision it did on the 
ground that the work could be carried 
out Just as well now as at any other 
time. With a large numbed of unem¬ 
ployed In Vancouver, the city there 
urged the giving of some means of 
gaining a living for these people. The 
provincial government will take this 
n\ethod of solving the difficulty. 

OUTBREAK IN COURT. 

Negro Sentenced for Holdup Launches 
Torrents of Abuse and Threatens 
Vengeance. 


Woodstock, Ont., Dec. 13.—Arthur 
Jackson, a colo^d man, was found 
guilty yesterday of holding up and 
robbing Harry Walcott, a C. P. R. 
operator, on the night of October 19th! 
and sentenced to seven years at hard 
labor. When the sentence was an¬ 
nounced Jackson launched Into tor¬ 
rents of abuse of the court and every¬ 
one who had anything to do with the 
capture, and threatened to do terrible 
things when he got out For this ac¬ 
tion two years more were added to his 
sentence. 


KAISER IN NETHERLANDS. 

Great Reception to Germany’s Ruler 
on His Arrival From England. 

Amsterdam, Doc. Wil¬ 

liam of Germany arrived here to-day 
on the Imperial yncht Hohenzollern 
from Portamnuth, England, and waa 
freeted by the membera of the Royal 
family of The Netherlands. Prince 
Henry boarded the Hohenzollern and 
ezeorted the Emperor to a pavlllion on 
chore, where Queen Wllhelmlna await¬ 
ed him. Greeting, were cordial, and 
the Emperor klsaed the Queen's hand, 
rhelr Majeattez then drove through the 
crowded etreeta to the palace where 
they subsequently appeared at a bal¬ 
cony and were given an ovation by 
the assembled throngs.

I. MCNAUGHTON HAD 

A NARROW ESCAPE 


Timber Cruiser is Satisfied With the 


Commercial Prospects of 
Noithem B. C.

J. McNaughton. one of the oldest 
timber cruisers in the province, was y— 
with the Grand Trunk Pacific survey 
party that met disaster In the Gfs- 
combe Rapids, on the upper Fraser, a 
couple of months ago, an account of 
which appeared In the Times shortly 
after. Mr. McNaughton, who is Just 
down from the northern interior of the 
province, Is registered at the Victoria 
hotel. 

In company with John Evans, an¬ 
other woodsman, Mr. McNaughton has 
been hunting the forests of'the upper 
Fraser and tributaries for timber since 
early In March. His adventure with 
the survey party was purely acciden¬ 
tal. He had picked Evans up at Fort 
George to accompany him In cruising, 
and on the 6th of October the two 
cruisers chanced to be at the portage 
immediately above the rapids, where 
they had landed their canoe, awaiting 
a favorable opportunity to pass 
through. While at the portage they 
saw another canoe coming down the 
river and decided to wait Its arrival. 

The cruisers and survey men had din¬ 
ner together at the portage and Mc¬ 
Naughton and his companion were In¬ 
vited to take seats In the larger canoe 
to get through the rapids, which they 
did. 

The survey canoe was piloted by 
Henry Dick, a Slwash. and Mr. Mc¬ 
Naughton suggested that they had bet¬ 
ter wait until the sun got a few de¬ 
grees further west before essaying the 
dangerous current, with which he was 
familiar, having passed it successfully 
on several occalons In his own canoe ' 
alone. Dick, however, did not acknowl¬ 
edge the advantage of delay, although 
the sun was in full blaze on the water 
m front, so that accurate vision was* 
considerably discounted. As Mr. Mc¬ 
Naughton was only a passenger, he 
yielded to the Indian's judgment. But 
feeling that there was a considerable 
element of danger In the voyage, he 
advised the men to divest themselves 
of heavy boots and clothes. 

“We did not go over half a mile from 
where I said this word until we struclc 
a rock and wer? all In the water.” said 
Mr. McNaughton. « 

Of what happened subseqnently It ts 
sufficient to say that McNaughton and 
Evans found themselves footing to¬ 
gether in a deep canyon, whose per¬ 
pendicular sides were Insurmountable, 
and they had to fight their way six 
miles further down the river before 
they found a way of escape. The point 
where they landed was ninety-six miles 
from Fort George, the nearest point of 
succor, and after enduring hardships 
which only experienced woodsmen 6ould 
withstand they succeeded In reaching 
the port. During their Journey through 
the woods they were for three days 
without food other .than one partridge, 
which McNaughton chanced to kill with 
a stick. 

Mr. McNaughton has had a life ex¬ 
perience in tho lumber woods of Cana¬ 
da. He was reared on the Ottawa river 
and logged and cruised In the Lake 
Temaskamlng district for the late Hon. 

Peter White and others yea& ago. Ha 
was one of the three hundred odd Cana¬ 
dian voyagers who Joined Wolsey’s ex¬ 
pedition from Ottawa for the relief of * 
Gordon In Khartoum, and holds medals 1 
for this service. This expedition left 
Halifax on tho steamer Ocean King In 
October, 1884. Among the men who rep¬ 
resented Canada In this famous service 
Mr. McNaughton recalls Torn Maloney 
of Revelstoke, John Pratt of Golden 
and Tom White, who afterwards be¬ 
came a C. P. R. conductor at Winnipeg. 

"Big Bill” Galllgher, who now repre¬ 
sents a British Columbia constituency 
in the Dominion house, was also one of 
the number. 

Mr. McNaughton purposes to go Into 
the upper Fraser country again this 
whiter to continue his explorations fop 
timber. He says there is an abund¬ 
ance of good cedar, fir and spruce along 
the upper reaches of the Fraser and Its 
tributaries, and predicts a great fu¬ 
ture for the country In the lumbering 
Industry.

Winnipeg, Dec. 12.—It Is Indeed hard 
to believe that any actual financial 
stringency exists throughout the West, 
when one Is brought face to face with 
undeniable figures as to the amount of 
money In Circulation. There are many 
who believe that there never was any 
reason to complain, and that the ap¬ 
parent feeling of depression came from 
the East and Sgjith, which caused a 
hoarding of money on all-bands. 

The confidence of many people In the 
situation was, it must be admitted, 
shaken by the Canadian banks when 
they sent out word that all overdrafts 
must be curtailed, and that paper 
would no longer be negotiable except 
on the best of grounds, and best se¬ 
curities. The bank managers protest¬ 
ed against the attitude taken by the 
people when this news was made 
known, and said that they were aim¬ 
ing at restoring affairs to a normal 
and healthy condition, the blow,? being 
aimed at over-speculation In real es¬ 
tate, which would have. In the end re¬ 
sulted disastrously only for the wise 
course taken by the banks. That there 
never was any reason to fear will be 
demonstrated by the figures quoted be¬ 
low, and no doubt when the actual 
.condition of affairs becomes known, the 
progress of the West, which has been 
temporarily Impeded through a misun¬ 
derstanding of conditions as they act¬ 
ually exist, will resume the propor¬ 
tions of the past few years. , 

According to a dispatch from Fort 
William, published yesterday, 20,093.- 
363 bushels of wheat had been shipped. 
These figures do not Include the amount 
in elevators throughout Vie country, 
and one of the most prominent grain 
dealers In the West estimates that at 
least 24,000,000 bushels have been mar¬ 
keted. 

This year the farmers are receiving 
an average of 80 cents per bushel, cash 
on the street and this represents an 
amount of $19,200,000 placed in the 
hands of western farmers up to the 
present date. Last year the number of 
bushels shipped up to the present date 
was 25,000,000,* but the price paid to 
farmers averaged only 65 cents per 
bushel, totalling $16,250,000. Therefore 
It will be readily seen that the coun¬ 
try Is better off this year by $2,960,000, 
and this represents wheat alone. 

Oats to-day are bringing 50 cents per 
bushel to tlio farmer, while last year 
the price paid was only 27 cents. The 
figures for 1906 were 2.238.769 bushels, 
and 2.040,620 bushels for 1907, showing 
a decrease of 198.149 bushels. But no 
allowance is here made except for oats 
already graded. Taking these figures 
into consideration. It will be found that 
the Increased price of oats, denplte the 
small crop, represents a difference of 
nearly $ 110,000 in favor of this year 
over the amount received by the farm¬ 
ers last year. 

Barley has remained at about the 
same price, namely 40 cents per bushel 
on the street. But the crop this year 
was valued at $578,332 .as against $379.- 
548 for 1906, which shows an Increase 
of $198,975. Flax Is bringing about an 
average of $1.10 per bushel this year, 
which shows a decided increase, the 
figures being $817,493 for 1907, compared 
with $207,266 In 1906, an increase of 
$109,267. 

It will readily be seen by the above 
figures that the amount of money put 
Into the pockets of the western farm¬ 
ers up to the present time this year, 
represents an increase of over $3,300,- 
000 , as compared with the same date 
last year. But the above figures, so 
far as barley, oats, and flax are con¬ 
cerned, only take into consideration the 
grain that has been graded. Allowing 
for the amount that may be in the ele¬ 
vators and on the railways at the pre¬ 
sent time, the Increase of currency In 
circulation tills year over last will eas¬ 
ily total $3,600,000. and perhaps con¬ 
siderably over this figure. 

In the face of the above figures, 
there cannot be any reason for any 
serious depression, and one Is Inclined 
to believe that the optimistic view Is 
the correct one. that no depression 
actually exists, but that people have 
become frightened and are hoarding 
the money at a time when there Is 
more actual money on hand than at 
any previous time. 

The sales of live stock this year are 
fully equal to If not greater than those 
of a year ago. and the market is in a 
. healthy condition. 

HOTEI8 LIABLE. 

Goods Left by Guests Must Be Cared 
for—Interesting Judgment. 

Calgary. Dec. 12.—Mr. Justice Har¬ 
vey gave Judgment this morning in the 
case of W. N. Tompkins, of Okotoks, 
vs. the Calgary Hotel Company, Lim¬ 
ited, which Is of more than passing 
Interest to the public. 

The plaintiff In the month of March 
last was a guest of the Royal hotel. 
Calgary, and while at the hotel left a 
fur coat In the cloakroom provided for 
that purpose. Later when he came to 
get his coat he found It had disappear¬ 
ed. Efforts were made to find the coat, 
but without avail. Tompkins brought 
action against the hotel for the value 
of the coat. The hotel people denied 
their liability. 

Judge Harvey In giving his Judgment 
laid down the principle that an Inn¬ 
keeper Js responsible for goods left in 
the hotel by guests, unless they are 
abld to establish that the guest was 
guilty of negligence. 

Proof of negligence entirely failed In 
the present case, and Judgment was 
given for the plaintiff for the amount 
sued. $169. 


Goldfield, Nev. Dec. 12. — General 
Funston arrived here at 12.30 p.m. to¬ 
day and was driven directly to the 
Casey hotel, where he went at once 
Into conference with Governor Sparks. 
General Funston stated to the governor 
that he would remain until the labor 
situation had cleared up, and there 
was no longer danger of trouble. Gen¬ 
eral Funston says he Is determined to 
take control of the camps under mar¬ 
tial law upon the first outbreak of- 
scrlous violence. 

The superintendent reports that men 
who have been with them for a year 
and a half, and who remained loyal 
through previous strikes, have gone 
out to-day, leaving him unable to re¬ 
sume operations. 

W. H. Bryan, attorney for the Mine 
Owners’ Association, said to-day that 
he was aware of the intention of men 
to attempt the arrest of mine owners 
and officials of the association for 
violating the state law prohibiting an 
agreement requiring the Joining of or 
withdrawal from a labor organization, 
but said he is prepared to prove the 
law unconstitutional and that it had 
been tested and declared void In the 
cases of mmebers of the Industrial 
Workerp of the World. 

No arrests have yet been made. The 
situation at the mines Is the same, 
and there has been no disturbance. 

Crowds gathered at the station to 
witness the arrival this afternoon of 
General Funston, Major Thetel and 
Lieut. Evans, the officers who accom¬ 
panied him from San Francisco. Gov¬ 
ernor 8parks told General Funston 
that In his opinion the presence of the 
troops had prevented serious trouble, 
and he thought It necessary that the 
troops remain here. He advised that 
there be no declaration of martial law 
at this time, but asserted his belief that 
this action may become necessary at 
any time. 

Officers of the miners' union assert 
that not more than twenty men are at 
work on Combination HU1, and that 
most of these are “plants" of the 
union, who have been sent to procure 
work under the agreement required by 
the Mine Owners' Association. In order 
that the arrest of George Wingfield and 
the officers of the association may be 
effected under the provisions of a Nev¬ 
ada statute which provides that It 
shall be unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation to £ake- an agreement 
with any person fa# employment which 
requires that the person employed shall 
sign an agreement to withdraw from 
any labor organisation which be may 
have Joined. 

NELSON BOARD OF TRADE. 

Wants Extension of Time for Lead 

Bounty to Remain in Fdrce. 

Nelson. B. C., Dec. 12.—At & meet¬ 
ing of the Nelson board of trade, two 
important resolutions were passed, 
both of which will be considered at 
the annual convention of the associat¬ 
ed boards of Kootenay next month. 

The first deals with the lead bounty 
and asks for an extension on tho same 
terms of that bounty,, which expires In 
June next, for another term of five 
yearn 

T^hj second deals with the C. P. R. 
new tariff, and takes a broad basis for 
argument. It has not asked for petty 
alterations, but objects to distributing 
centres, and oaks for the establishment 
in lieu o' a mileage basis for freight 
rates letting trade find Its own distri¬ 
bution centres. Further, as the low¬ 
ering of freight rates Is often balked 
by raising the classification, class four 
being raised to class three, and so on, 
the whQle system of classification Is 
objected to.

CLEMENCY EOR 
WENDIG0 MURDERER 

Fiddler, Sentenced to Dentil For Kfll- 
ing Insane Indian Girl, 

WM Not Hang. 


Winnipeg, pec. 12.—Joseph Fiddler 
will not hang. Such is the decree of 
the Dominion government, word of 
which reached the city to-day. It will 
be remembered that at the trial of this 
Indian for the Inhuman murder of an 
Insane girl, a member of the same 
tribe, near the shores of Hudson’s Bay, 
he was sentenced to death by Com¬ 
missioner Perry, of the Northwest 
Mounted Police, who with special pow¬ 
ers presided as Judge at the time. The 
death sentence was to have been car¬ 
ried out on the morning of January 7th 
next. 

The trial took place at Norway 
House, and it was conclusively proven 
by witnesses that the Indian was 
guilty of having, with his brother, who 
strangled himself to death, while under 
Imprisonment, foully murdered several 
members of the tribe under tfm ancient 
rites of the Wendigo. It was to stamp 
out this dread practice forever that the 
Dominion government took action In 
the matter and members of the po¬ 
lice force made a long and weary trip 
through the northern country to the 
shores of the Hudson's Bay to effect 
the arrest. 

An order In council has been passed 
at Ottawa commuting the sentence by 
Commissioner Perry to life imprison¬ 
ment. and the officer commanding the 
.police post at Norway House has al¬ 
ready been notified to that effect. The 
change of sentence has not come as a 
surprise, for It has been known for 
some time that the cabinet was enter¬ 
taining the proposal to commute his 
penalty to life Imprisonment 

The headquarters division of the 
Royal Northwest Mounted Police at 
Regina has been officially notified of 
the action of the Ottawa government 
In this regard, although the Indian 
commissioner, David Laird. In Winni¬ 
peg. has not as yet received official In¬ 
formation of the action of the govern¬ 
ment The Indian will be brought 
down to the penitentiary at Stony 
Mountain during the coming month to 
live out the rest of his natural life be¬ 
hind stone walls. He la already a. man 
about sixty years of age.

burnt after th* Insurrection, 
many of its people murdered, 
way led through an F.ngllsh lane be¬ 
tween taM hedges of sweet briar and 
elder, blackberry and wild clematis. 
The village, perched high above the 
blue lake, and looking over the wide 
plain, revealed still the Havoc of that 
human hurricane. Some of th* houses 
had oeen repaired, with thatched roofs 
replacing the old brown tiles. Some 
still stood empty, blackened, roofless, 
witness to .the methods of suppression 
which HilmI Pasha pleasantly declared 
had been learnt from British experi¬ 
ence in South Africa. Here the Eng¬ 
lish Relief Committee had come to help 
people #0 shattered by misfortune as 
almost to have lost the springs of re¬ 
sistance. We halted by a group of 
women who eyed u* with Impassive 
apathy. Wher my companion was In¬ 
troduced as a member of the “Com¬ 
mittee.” however, they pressed around 
him, kissing his hand. "But for the 
Committee,” they said, "we should all 
have died." 

"The peasants here seem restoring 
their old fortunes," we suggested to 
our guide. "Those of them who are 
not underground," was his reply. 

Everywhere here the new factor Is 
the emigration. Stimulated by emigra¬ 
tion agents who provide the necessary 
funds on the security of the land, the 
adult male population Is pressing In 
increasing numbers beyond the sea. 
TJi'rtv thousand have left this particu¬ 
lar district alone In the past three 
years. They send back remittances to 
the families left behind; on the average 
at least twenty pounds a year. And 
thei»e remittances are rebuilding the 
destroyed villages and bringing to the 
little towns the appearance of pros¬ 
perity. The Turkish government winks 
at this exodus, thinking, perhaps, that 
thus are peacefully banished element* 
which might make for disturbance. 
But the return of these emigrants— 
and they have departed only to return 
—must exercise a profound influence in 
the movement toward liberation. 

He-a the Turkish landlords ar* sell¬ 
ing their land to the peasants, and mi¬ 
grating to the cities. To some obsfrv- 
cr» this appears as evidence of the 
foreboding of change, but to others it 
is merely a method of scooping up 
kom*» of the golden shower oif American 
money. /r When we want the land 
bacq," say these genial souls, "we will 
take It aga.n.”

Inventor Found Drowned on the Day 
of His Success. 


Whilst a letter offering him $30,000 for 
his invention of a patent reversible 
turbine was going through the post. 
William Gardiner, of Aberdeen, lay 
drifting dead in the Thames. v 

This turbine Is stated to be the only 
reversible turbine known, and Gard¬ 
iner, who was chief engineer of the 
steamship Southwold, had been engag¬ 
ed on It for nearly seven years. Tha 
Invention Is considered a very import¬ 
ant Improvement. 

His body was picked up off Wool¬ 
wich. At the Inquest the evidence 
showed that the Southwood wfts lying 
off the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, on 
October 22nd. and Gardiner told hi* son 
that he was going on shore for a? while. 
He had no worries, and was delighted 
because his patent was to be sold. He 
was forty-three years old. and had 
spent most of his money on his Inven¬ 
tion, which had been patented in the 
loading countries for seven years. 

A potman deposed to leaving him at 
midnight. He was then going to his 
ship. 

But he never reached the "hip. He 
was not again seen alive. An open 
verdict of "Found drowned" was re¬ 
turned. No suspicion of foul play is 
entertained.

Launch of the Superb. Which Ta to Coat 
f8.7ro.0flh 


We Are Overcrowded 


The first-class battleship Superb, a vea- 
ael of the improved Dreadnought type, 
eraa recently launched from Bleerick 
shipyard (Armstrong. Whitworth £ Co.. 
Limited). Newcastle, by Lady Anne 
Lambton, In the presence of a huge 
crowd, who cheered enthusiastically as 
tho great ship moved smoothly down the 
hMh. 

The 8uperb Is 400 feet long, 0 feet 
beam, and has a displacement of u .000 
tons, against the Dreadnought's 17,900. 
She will be fitted with turbine engines, 
developing 23.000 indicated horse power, 
and a speed of 21 knots. 

The main armament consists of ten 
12-lnch breech-loading guns, 27 12-pounder 
quick-firing guns, and live submerged 
torpedo tubes. 

An arrangements of the 12-inch guns is 
Introduced to enable eight of these pieces 
to be fired astern, as well as broadside. 
The main armor belt has a maximum 
tl lckness of 11 Inches, tapering to six at 
the fore, and four at the aft part of the 
vessel. Special attention has been given 
to safeguarding the ship from destruction 
by under water explosion. 

She was commenced In February this 
year, and the rapidity with- which she 
has been built constitutes a record for a 
private yard. The launch was exceeding¬ 
ly successful. 

At a luncheon which followed. 8lr An¬ 
drew Noble, chairman of the building 
firm, said the Superb was the seventh 
vessel of that name which had appeared 
on the Royal Navy list, and ber displace¬ 
ment was greater than the combined dis¬ 
placement of her predecessors of the same

Germany’s two mlHtwry airships, the 
Gross and Parseval vessels, surpassed ail 
previous records by sailing aqross and 
around the province of Brandenburg for 
continuous periods of respectively eight 
hours and ten minutes and seven hours 
and a half. Except for the performance 
of Count Zeppelin's giant craft at the end 
of 8epteml>er, no other airships have ever 
accomplished such feats. 

The vessels attained an average speed 
of over twenty-eight miles an hour at an 
altitude of 475 feet, part of the time in 
the teeth of strong southwesterly winds. 

Throughout their long trips, which last¬ 
ed from a quarter past ten in the morn¬ 
ing until half-past six at night, both ves¬ 
sels executed every conceivable sort of 
steering manoeuvre, the mechanism ful¬ 
filling its functions in every case without 
the least hitch.

This new steamer was christened the 
"Ivanhoe,” and is of the following di¬ 
mensions: Length 110 feet, beam 21 
feet 5 Inches, depth 10’ 11". Her ma¬ 
chinery is of the triple expansion type, 
being 10”xl7”x28"x20" stroke, and steam 
will be supplied by a Scotch marine 
toller 10x11 feet, carrying 180 pounds 
of 8team. 

The hull has been built by the Wal¬ 
lace Shipyards, Limited, while the ma¬ 
chinery and boiler have been supplied 
by the McKle & Baxter Company of 
Glasgow, Scotland. The boiler was 
discharged from the White Funnel 
liner Oanfa on Monday afternoon qpd 
placed in position on the Ivanhoe;

NEW LIFEBOAT EXPECTED. 

The new motor lifeboat for the Banfleld 
Creek station will probably reach Vic¬ 
toria during the next three or four days. 
The lifeboat arrived at Seattle on the 
Northern Pacific line a few days ago. and. 
as the company holds a contract to deliver 
it to the marine and fisheries department 
in this port, the matter of transportation 
fiom Seattle is left for the railroad offi¬ 
cials to settle. 

The difficulty in shipping a craft like 
the lifeboat is ho small one, as It is far 
too large to be brought over on the regu¬ 
lar dally steamships. It Is probable that 
the boat will be kept on the car, taken to 
Port Gulchon and ferried to Sidney, from 
which point It will be brought here on 
the V. A 8. 

According to present arrangements the 
lifeboat will be given its initial test 
shortly after It arrives, as the marine and 
fisheries department is Intending to send 
It to Banfleld under Its own power. 


REPORTS FROM WEST COAST. 

The recent action of the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment in taking over the West Coast 
telegraph service has led to numerous re¬ 
quests from local shippliur men for regu¬ 
lar shipping reports to be furnished by 
the signalling stations at Cape Beale 
and Carmanah, and the authorities havs 
the matter under consideration. 

A suggestion has been made by Capt. 
Gaudln. agent of the marine and fish¬ 
eries department, in a letter addressed to 
Mr. Henderson, superintendent of the 
telegraph service, that regular reports be 
obtained from the West Coast operators 
and that these reports be bulletined in 
the post office building. In the case of 
steamships wishing reports to be sent to 
owners or agents the rule followed in the 
Old Country can be observed and regular 
charges made for such services. While 
It is improbable that anything will be 
done along these lines for some time it 
is understood that a service of shipping 
reports will eventually be established for 
tho convenience of those Interested. 


STEAMER8 FROZEN IN LAKE 
LADOGA. 


Ice has suddenly formed on Lake La¬ 
doga, imprisoning several steamers and 
about 1.000 barges laden with wood and 
grain. The losses are estimated at several 
hundreds of thousands of pounds. 


LAST NIGHT'S GALE. 

A heavy gale, which blew in the city 
at a velocity of over 32 miles an hour, 
prevailed during the night,” accompanied 
by heavy downpours of rain. The gale, 
warnings of which were displayed by the 
local meteorological office, commenced 
yesterday afternoon, and gradually in¬ 
creased until midnight, from which time 
It blew steadily at the velocity given 
above for several hours. The wind was 
from a northeasterly direction at first, 
but slowly bore around to the southwest. 


HALDIS WILL TAKE RISKS. 

Lying In Balmon Bay, at the entrance 
to Ballard, the Norwegian steamer Hai- 
dis, which took a cargo of lumber and 
shingles to .the big shingle town from 
Mosquito Harbor, lg discharging her deck 
lead by lighters, so that an attempt can 
be made to take the ship Into Ballard 
harbor. 

The Haldls will be the largest ship to 
ever attempt such a feat, and the 
chances of her success are, according to 
local mariners, very slight. The Haldls 
is 265 feet long, and there Is dangpr of 
her getting ashore In some of the short 
turns of the devious entrance to the har¬ 
bor. She may be forced to discharge all 
of her cargo by lighters In case Capt. 
Solburg decides the risks of entering the 
port are too great. The Haldls was built 
In 1902 at Sunderland. 


BAD WEATHER DELAYS WORK. 

The steamship Cascade was unable to 
get away yesterday afternoon to Install 
the new light for the marine and fisheries 
department on Lewis Reef, Baynes 
Channel, in Oak Bay, owing to the heavy 
weather. The reef only uncovers at low 
tide, and, as the present stone sub¬ 
structure is to be strengthened and en¬ 
larged in order to receive a large light, 
work In the present heavy weather would 
be impossible. The Cascade will com¬ 
mence work as soon as the wind moder¬ 
ates. 

Lewis Reef, where the light la to replace 
the present stone beacon. Is situated op¬ 
posite Fiddle Reef. It is well known as 
the menace to navigation on which the 
Princess Victoria hung up over a year 
ago. The steamer Oscar was also fast 
on the reef on a previous occasion. 


MAUDE RECOVERS CHAIN. 

A message received by the local marine 
agent from Capt. Anderson, of the 
steamship Maude, states that sixty fath¬ 
oms of chain out of the 180 fathoms that 
was lost when the Sandheads’ Ightshlp 
broke from her moorings on Saturday 
last, have been recovered.

T O MiKR little Mpa of lac# and net, 
cot a pattern out of heavy paper 
and baate together just as If you 
were making a paper cap then baate 
net, lace and braid on this foundation. 

Use braid to cover the saama of the 
lace and the braid composes the decora¬ 
tions which trhn it ! * 

Baste the braid on first, then whip 
the edges slightly down. It takes three 
yards of braid and a quarter of a yard 
of chiffon or net or lawn for the aver¬ 
age slsed cap. 

Care must be taken in basting the lace 
in position. Begin at the center top and 
let the ends Just meet exactly in the 
center of the back. 

Clip all bastings from the inside of the 
paper linings and remove the cap very 
Carefully from the paper. 

Of course, lawn or ribbon strings must 
be provided. It will take one and one- 
half yards of ribbon for the strings and

As applique embroidery in every con¬ 
ceivable form Is rapidly gaining in pop¬ 
ularity among those who delight In 
graceful, artistic effects, many may 
choose to work out the centrepiece along 
those lines. 

If the applique la not desired, how¬ 
ever, it will be found equally effective 
to work It out entirely on linen of rath¬ 
er a firm weave. 

In using the applique of net. the two 
fabrics are basted together smoothly, 
the net underneath. 

A few rows of outline stitch with 
a padding cotton are run around the 
border between the two stamped lines 
and these are then covered with a 
close, short satin stitch or buttonhol¬ 
ing with the curled edge outward. 

The stems are outlined or worked 
In stein stitch and the seed stitch Is 
effectively employed in filling out the 
centres of the larger leaves. 

All the solid wo"ri? should be care¬ 
fully padded. 

When the embroidery is finished, the 
basting threads are removed and the 
heavy material is carefully cut away 
from the top.

New Way of Applying Lace 

T HERE is a most delightful and 
very little known etltch by which 
lace is applied to a fine fabric, 
such as a handkerchief. 

It is known aa incrustation and may 
be used for both insertions and edges. 

It Is made as follows: Lay the lace 
over the fabric on the edge to the depth 
of half an Inch or so. Baate it straight 
to a thread, a little distance from the 
edge of the laoe. and take a stitch back¬ 
ward In the fabric. 

Draw the thread tight and put the 
needle In the fabric In the same bole in 
which it was first Inserted, and bring 
it out through the fabric and the ex¬ 
treme edge of the lace. 


Shadow Applique 

S HADOW applique need not be lim¬ 
ited to all-white fabrics. 

Colors applied to white grounds 
are especially charming. 

The work Is of such simple character 
that no one need hesitate to undertake 
It. 

Only a knowledge of the most common 
stitches is needed, such as buttonholing, 
satin or over and-over stitch.

More than a month ago, when I was 
leaving London for a holiday, a friend 
walked Into my flat In Battersea and 
found me surrounded 1 with half packed 
luggage. 

“You seem to be off on your travels," 
he said. “Where are you going?" 

With a strap between my teeth I re¬ 
plied, "To Battersea.” 

"The wit of your remark,” he said, 
"wholly escapes me.” 

“I am going to Battersea.” I repeated 
"to Battersea via Paris, Belfort, Heid¬ 
elberg, and Frankfort. My remark con¬ 
tained no wit. It contained simply the 
truth. I am going to wander over the 
whole world until once more I And Bat¬ 
tersea. Somewhere In the seas of sun¬ 
set or of sunrise, somewhere In the ul¬ 
timate archipelago of the earth, there 
is one little Island which I wish to 
And; an Island with low green hills 
and great white cliffs. Travellers tell 
me that it Is called England (Scotch 
travellers tell me that It Is called 
Britain), and there Is * rumor that 
somewhere In the heart of It there Is ia 
beautiful place called Battersea." 

"I suppose it Is unnecessary to tell 
you,” said my friend, with an air of In¬ 
tellectual compassion, “that this Is 
Battersea?"

A homesteader whose entry Is In good 
standing, and not liable to cancellation, 
may, subject to approval of Department, 
relinquish it In favor of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister. If eligi¬ 
ble. but to po one else, on filing declara¬ 
tion of abandonment. 

Where an entry Is summarily cancelled, 
or voluntarily abandoned, subsequent to 
Institution of cancellation proceedings, 
the applicant for Inspection will t>e en¬ 
titled to prior right of entry. 

Applicants for Inspection must state In 
what particulars the homesteader Is In 
default, and If subsequently the state¬ 
ment is found to be Incorrect in material 
particulars, the applicant will lose any 
prior right of re-entry, should the land 
become vacant, or If entry has been 
granted It may be summarily cancelled. 

DUTIES —A settler Is required to per¬ 
form the conditions under one of the fol¬ 
lowing plans:— 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land In each year 
during the term of three years. 

(8) If the father (or mother. If the 
father Is deceased) of a homesteader re¬ 
sides upon a farm In the vicinity of the 
land entered for by such homesteader the 
requirement as to residence may be satis¬ 
fied by such person residing with the 
father or mother.

WEST MINING REGULATIONS. 

COAL—Coal mining rights may be 
leased for s period of twenty-one years at 
an annual rental of II per acre. Not 
more than ?.W0 acres shall be leased to 
one Individual or company. A royalty 
at the rate of live cents per ton shall be 
collected on the merchantable coal mined 

QUARTZ.—A person eighteen years of 
age, or over, having discovered mineral In 
place, may locate a claim 1,600 x 1,100 

The fee for recording a claim Is 18. 

At least 1100 must be expended on the 
claim each year or paid to the mining 
recorder In lieu thereof. When $600 has 
been expended or paid, the locator may, 
upon having a survey made, and upon 
complying with other requirements, pur¬ 
chase the land at tl per acre. 

The patent provides for the payment of 
a royalty of per cent, on the rales. 

Placer mining claims generally are 100 
feet square; entry fee <6. renewable 
yearly. 

An applicant may obtain two leases to 
dredge for gold of five miles each for a 
term of twenty years, renewable at the 
discretion of the Minister of the Interior. 

The lessee shall have a dredge in op¬ 
eration within one season from the date 
of the lease for each five miles. Rental 
119 per annum for each mile of river 
leased. Royalty at the rate of 2*4 per cent, 
collected on the output after It exceeds 
MO.OOO.

that If you utter that word 
I shall hurl It at your head. I did not 
make It paradoxical. It is not my fault 
It Is the truth, that the only way to 
go to England Is to go away from it.”' 

But when after only a month’s 
travelling I did come back to England 
I was startled to find that I had told 
the exact truth. England did break 
on me at once beautifully new and 
beautifully old. To land at Dover Is 
the right way to approach England 
(most things that are hackneyed are 
right), for then you see first the full, 
soft gardens of Kent, which are, per¬ 
haps. an exaggeration, but still a typ¬ 
ical exaggeration, of the rich rusti¬ 
city of England. As It happened also 
a fellow-traveller with whom I had 
fallen Into conversation felt the same 
freshness, though for another cause. 
She was an American lady who had 
seen Europe, and had never yet seen 
England, and she expressed her enthu¬ 
siasm in that simple ahd splendid way 
which is natural to Americans, who 
are the most Idealistic people In the 
whole world. Their only danger is that 
the Idealist can easily become the idol- 
ator. And the American has become 
so Idealistic that he even Idealises 
money. But (to quote a very able writer 
of American short stories) that is an¬ 
other story. 

*‘I have never been In England be¬ 
fore," said the American lady, "yet It 
is so pretty that I feel as if I have 
been away from it for a long tine. * 

"So you have." I said, "you have 
been away for three hundred years." 

“What a lot of ivy you have,” she 
said. "It covers the churches and il 
buries the houses. We have Ivy; bul“T 
have never seen it grow like that." 

”1 am Interested to hear It,” I re¬ 
plied, "for I am making a little list of 
all the things that are really better 
in England. Even a month on the 
continent, combined with intelligence, 
will teach you that there are many 
things that are better abroad. All 
the things that 'The Dally Mall' ci.lt 
English are better abroad. But there 
are things entirely English and en¬ 
tirely good. Kippers, for Instance, and 
Free Trade, and front gardens, and in¬ 
dividual liberty, and the Ellsabethan 
drama, and hansom cabs, and cricket, 
and Mr. Will Crookes. Above all, there 
Is the happy and holy custom of eat¬ 
ing a heavy breakfast. I cannot im¬ 
agine that Shakespeare began the day 
with rolls and coffee, like a French¬ 
man or a German. Surely he began 
with bacon or bloaters. In fact a light 
bursts upon me; for the first time I 
see the real meaning of Mrs. Gallup 
and the Great Cipher. It is merely a 
mistake in the matter of a capital let¬ 
ter. I withdraw my objections; I ac¬ 
cept everything; bacon did write 
Shakespeare." 

"I cannot look at anything but the 
ivy," she said, "it looks so comfort¬ 
able." 

While she looked at the Ivy I opened 
for the first time for many weeks an 
English hewapaper, and I read a 
speech by Mr. Balfour In which he 
said that the House of Lords ought to 
be preserved because It represented 
something In the nature of permanent 
public opinion of England, above the 
ebb and flow of the parties. Now-Mr. 
Balfour la a perfectly sincere patriot, 
a man who, from his own point of 
view, thinks long and seriously about 
the public needs, and he la moreover a 
man of entirely exceptionable Intellec¬ 
tual power. But alas In spite of all 
this, when I had read .that speech I 
thought with a heavy heart that there 
was one more thing that I had to add 
to the list of the specially English 
things, such as kippers and cricket; I 
had to add the specially English kind 
of humbug. In France things are 
attacked and defended for what they 
are. The Catholic church Is attacked 
because It U Catholic, and defended be¬ 
cause it Is Catholic. The republic is 
defended because It is Republican, and 
attacked because ft Is Republican. But 
here Is the ablest of English politicians 
consoling everybody by telling t:»tm 
that the House 6t Lords la not really 
the House of Lords, but something 
quits different, that the foolish. accJ-

British Col obla is a country of vast 
resources and immense possibilities, 
and being the “farthest west.” the tide 
of immigration has not yet set its 
way. Its population is probably small¬ 
er than the one city of Toronto, and 
yet It is the largest province In the Do¬ 
minion. If its mountains were rolled 
flat it would perhaps extend half way 
across Canada. The Indians have a 
Jegend to the efTect that when God 
made the world He finished off at Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, and having too much ma¬ 
terial left on hand, threw It all down 
In heaps, which perhaps accounts for 
the many good things found there. Its 
climate more diversified than that of 
any other prvolnce, and the soil In the 
valleys, both for quality and depth, 
cannot be equalled elsewhere. Good 
agricultural land fetches a higher price 
there than In any other part of the Do¬ 
minion for the reason that It produces 
more per acre, that Its products have 
a much higher market value, and also 
to the fact that owing to its topography 
the percentage of available land In 
comparison to Its sire Is much smaller.

At present there are very few settlers 
on It. and those mostly of the squatter 
class, who have located pre-emptions of 
180 acres each, and live there with 
their Indian wives, raising families and 
growing enough vegetables to take life 
fairly easily. Fish. Including salmon 
and halibut abound around Its shores 
and as deer are plentiful, they t| ve 
much better than many a poor eastern 
farmer. Standing out In the Pacific 
ocean a few miles from the mainland. 
It has not nearly the rainfall of Prince 
Rupert, owing to the fart that the 
clouds coming from the east or west 
naturally make for the higher moun¬ 
tains on the mainland. Wild berries 
grow abundantly, giving ample feed to 
coveys of grouse, besides making pre¬ 
serves for the settlers. Owing to Its 
proximity to Prince Rupert, the island 
undoubtedly has a great future, as It 
will eventually grow a great deal of 
the fruit, vegetables and hay at present 
freighted from Vancouver by steamer 
to all the cities In the north*. 

Small wonder that the farmers of 
British Columbia are making money, 
when the amount of produce shipped to 
the. north is taken Into consideration.

BALLOON WITHOUT BALLAST. 

Invention Intended to RemalA In Mld- 
Alr for Over a Week at a Time. 

A balloon which, it la claimed, scarries 
no ballast and will stay In mld-alr for 
a week or more, la an Invention just 
patented by G. Wallace, of Lambeth, 
London. 

"At present I have only a model,” 
said the Inventor to a press represen¬ 
tative. "I hope, however, to make a. 
full-slxed ballon shortly. It wll be of 
only S.v.O feet capacity, and will prob¬ 
ably be the smalleet man-lifting ballooh 
ever made. 

"The secret of my Invention lies en¬ 
tirely with the car, which will be of 
aluminium. To ascend or descend will 
be effected by pumping the hydrogen 
gas from the balloon envelope Into 'a 
tank ln the car, or releasing the gas 
from the tank to the balloon.

St. Petersburg. Dec. 12.—Gen. Kuro- 
patkin testified to-day at the trial by 
court-martial of UeuL-General 8toea- 
sel and other army officers charged 
with needlessly surrendering Port Ar¬ 
thur to the Japanese.

A clerk secured the boy and 
brought him Into the store, where, af¬ 
ter close questioning, he confessed that 
he had stolen articles from other stores 
In town. 

A search warrant was secured, and 
the house of his uncle, William Bren- 
dell, with whom he lived, was searched, 
which disclosed what appeared to be 
the results of months of stealing, dry- 
goods, clothing and articles of almost 
every description, valued at several 
hundred dollars, much of which was 
claimed by local merchants. 

The boy was this morning sentenced 
by Magistrate Morton to three years 
in the provincial reformatory. Bren- 
dell, who has lived In town for the past 
three years, and who had never been 
suspected. Is under arrest for com¬ 
plicity In the thefts and will come up 
for a hearing before the police magis¬ 
trate this afternoon.

Toronto, Ont., Dec. 12.—Fire this

Berlin, Dec. 12.—Count C. Von K&nltx, 
the Agrarian leader in the Reichstag, 
while delivering a speech to-day on the 
bill modifying the bourse law, became 
suddenly ill, and was assisted by his 
friends on the floor out of the hall. 

The count was at the moment dis¬ 
cussing the effects of the American 
financial crisis on the European money 
centres. The count said daring the 
course of his speech that London Is in 
the same plight as Germany, being 
compelled to continually advance Its 
bank rate against the American thirst 
for gold. Hence, he argued. It was un¬ 
true that the German bourse law con¬ 
tributed to making the Berlin security 
market more dependent upon the 
American money market than upon the 
other European centres. 

The Prussian minister of commerce. 
Herr Delbruck, in reply to the speech 
of Count, Von Kanitz, admitted that 
the bourse law had a powerful effect 
In causing German financiers to operate 
on foreign stock exchanges, and that It 
had also encouraged dishonesty among 
German business people, and thus dam¬ 
aged Germany's business honor abroad. 
The law had so greatly damaged Ger¬ 
man exchanges, the minister continued, 
that Its revision cannot soon remedy 
the evil done.

Washington, Dec. 12,—The first for¬ 
mal outcome of the Central American 
peace conference now In progress In 
this city, and probably the most Im¬ 
portant to result from that conference, 
wee made public to-day In the form of 
an abstract of the general treaty agreed 
upon last night by the delegates, pro¬ 
viding fqf the establishment of a per¬ 
manent court to settle all disputes that 
may arise between the countries of 
Central America in the future. 

The arrangement announced to-day 
probably will, if It should work out 
satisfactorily, be adopted as the basis 
for the creation of general international 
court contemplated in the declaration 
of tho recent Hague conference. The 
treaty provides for a Central American 
court, to which .the different nations 
bind themselves to submit all contro¬ 
versies that might arise, of any nature. 
If the respective foreign departments 
cannot settle them. 

The court also has Jurisdiction over 
si oh cases as may voluntarily be sub¬ 
mitted by any two said governments:" 
Tho court is to ait at Cartago, Costa 
Rico, but may change the place of resi¬ 
dence for sufficient reasons.
